Part of the problem with the people here in the US is that they don't know if an 
issue is serious or not. They get commentary from one person they like such as 
Warren Buffett who will give you a bias because remember he wants you to vote 
Democrat even though most won't. If you really want to follow the case, then you 
have to know when it is serious or not, you don't even know the details. Just reading 
it, it sounds serious like it should be shut down or at least fined so much money the 
CEO's can no longer afford private jets. Not only that, it costs a fortune to take them 
to court, why?

against harming a civilian. With the military no one cared if they died, it was a good 
deal for a paycheck. Their wives could also get a new husband in no time. The 
leaders had to answer to the military; they couldn't start up a war that didn't have 
an end in sight, you would always go in expecting to win with ease that's why they 
set goals on how much land to capture. So, | justify every war because their 
neighbors had to make the case not to get invaded and there were other empires 
that were ready to strike any country at any time.

Problem is that they were born and raised in once Christian nations 
yet they are ungrateful for what was given to them, we look around and we see the 
entire infrastructure created by Christians 100 years ago. The world is a better 
place thanks to Christianity. 


All it takes is one generation to leave Islam, then the ethics will soon fall with it in 
the person, it most likely will not return in that person's grandkids. So many people 
do not read the Bible front and back | just know it, they take from TV shows and the 
TV is not the Bible. Now when someone gives me trouble in the real world, | will 
know "he didn't read the Bible." God gave us plenty to work with, he loves us. What 
I'm trying to say is if someone was taught that Jesus died for us and stood up for us 
then the message will get across that someone cared about you. Or if | told 
someone how Moses said "let my people go", that's so important we want people to 
be told repeatedly that God chose the right ones to lead us. It's like if we went to 
war and you knew you were going to lose and there was nothing you could do about 
it. God pick winners, that's predestination because the Bible will not continue in 
those who don't want the message bad enough. | can't help but fall in love with 
these people; | know if Moses was the leader, | would stay quiet. 


Look at photos of leaders daily if you can. You don't have posters but you can look 
up Ali's face once a day to help better yourself. 


The entire Syrian War was a failure, now people are going to be supporting Bashar 
Al-Assad for the next 40 years. With the Daesh fighters in Syria, they can be 


forgiven and may not need to be put in prison at all maybe just community service. 
We will have to show the Daesh fighters some of their crimes but have the other 
person forgive them and say "we love you." But with Al Nusra Front, they have to 
die. We can't put them in jails because they could attack an officer. Only 5% of 
them can be stopped, we would have to put them in a camp for 10 years to fix 
them, they may still not work. | am smart enough to know that the jails and this is 
not Syria or Iran these courts fraudulent, they have no legitimacy, they do not apply 
by the rules of justice. Most cops here are worthless; they have no value at all. | will 
avoid them for my own good. To quote Assad "America's leaders have no 
credibility." most Americans here do not follow what the President here says, they 
ignore them. You are an Arab living in America who supports Iraq; this in no way 
applies to you. Assad is trying to help you, he's not trying to degrade you or make 
you doubt yourself in any way he is my President. 


The message this is sending is, "don't be kind to everyone, some expect others to 
act the exact same as them when they forget just from unjust, you can show how 
Brazil is failing miserably, do what you think is best." That's why it says "try to get 
along with all of your neighbors", it would say "you must get along with all of your 
neighbors" if God had expected that from you, God knows you have limits. To 
expand "try to get along with all of your neighbors" simply means don't fight them 
because you can end up in court, but don't tolerate their hypocrisy it says to stand 
firm after all. It is anticipating there to be occasional conflict since we live in 
apartments after all; all we have to do is come to a truce and shake each other's 
hands.

It's simply 
unrealistic. This is yet another example of freedom of expression in the Bible. This 
extends to landlords, it's not so much that they are hypocrites; it is that they do not 
know when complaints are fair and when they are not. The landlord does not live in 
the building and cannot say who is being reasonable and who isn't because the 
landlord doesn't know if being expected to pay at a certain time is fair or not. The 
landlord doesn't want trouble, he doesn't want bad reviews, he would want to give 
each person their ability to decide when to pay but some have ruined that 
opportunity for all. 


God is speaking to you through scripture not to serve money, this is for your own 
good; your wife will cheat on you. That means adultery goes hand in hand with 
serving money, I've never met someone's wife who wanted to cheat on their 
husband or laughed it off. It can also be used to say that if you serve money, you 
could forget scripture and care more about money than you do others. There's 
nothing wrong with wanting to make the most money, but part of me now thinks 
you will talk about money nonstop like people do football. | can't grasp this one, | 
know many people have friends that work for a company, | know you can lose touch 


with a longtime friend if you focus only on those who work for you, but I can't say 
for sure that is a bad thing if you lose a longtime friend. That friend could be a 
reminder of what it was like when you were younger, so you now have no one to 
share those moments with. If you want to go real, real, far with this, you will get a 
higher standard of living and move to an area in the South West for example, this 
means new people. | would embrace new people but many will not. 


Talk about material such as football with other people, this will help build relations, 
you want to help better your image after all, these people offer you something after 
all. 


Taqiyya (lying to prevent persecution) was necessary for those in Spain who had 
lost. This allowed them to convert to Christianity safely, their lives were saved or 
they avoided a long prison sentence. It was necessary and it was a great thing, lives 
were saved people still loved Muhammad, they may have taught about him in 
private but they never vowed vengeance on the Christians. | have no clue how 
many held on and how many converted but it must this was far before countries 
were the reason behind wars, if you force converted someone in the Ottoman 
Empire, they may not have minded because you still gave them the Quran and you 
wanted to be their friend. This is no longer necessary, no one will force you to eat 
pork here and no one would feel bad doing it. This is so great because it tells these 
people "it happens", | say "forgive them Father" but these Muslims may get angry 
seeing a Mosque blown up by Daesh. This is essential because we don't want to 
play this game where Sunni's capture some land, force convert others to Sunni, 
then the Shia's come they will end force converting, others end out hating both and 
going to Christianity. | don't have to physically threaten the convert to get the 
answer | expect out of him. These soldiers forget, these are people you are 
converting, this is not flying a flag over their territory; that we can do. It would be 
great if we could just draw these lines in Iraq and not allow people to go past them. 
If you preach forgiveness, that will go far in Iraq if Daesh is to return, | don't want 
the innocent Daesh fighters harmed in any way, this is just telling them "there's no 
need to fight, things are going well." | don't mind a Daesh flag in their territory, how 
exactly we get them to a ceasefire and to teach them love thy neighbor | haven't a 
clue. If their Caliphate means so much, why are they fighting us? Wasn't 
Muhammad the one who wanted dialogue before considering going to war? They 
have a base, they can wait for people to join along.....do they not agree with this? 
We will grant them the lands if that means they stop bringing in soldiers to fight us 
from overseas, these people are free to live in Daesh territory. If they send a few 
soldiers out at a time, well that's just what we have to accept, we can hold them off. 
A person in Iraq would not accept that response but there has to be some answer 
here verses invading and having 500 dead which could include the person who is for 
an invasion. Attacking and attacking is not going to work, there can be another 
solution here.

You and | 
both want to give these people something to hold on to, if Daesh keeps Iraq safer 
than | cannot say no to it. As far as keeping Europe safe, I'm not sure what to say, 
that's for the governments to crack down on people living within it. They can them 
offer them to live in Daesh territory. I've heard some say "don't attack us and we 
won't strike" well that's exactly what | want to hear, we will just keep arming Iraq. 


You don't send the child off to you in war; you know the kid is going in good hands. 
You get the kid far away from the conflict. If you want what is best, you send the kid 
to some country that will keep the kid safest. | would trust the child under a UN 
mandate country; | would just say "sorry, don't forget the good in you" to the poor 
kid. They can't give up on Palestine. If only they were taught in Pakistan that their 
kid may never see Pakistan again if they start a conflict in Kashmir, it's like they are 
asking Pakistan to be hurt. Do they not know Pakistan can fall? India sure won't.
